Dear President Ward: 

It has been fur many months in iny 
plans to j^o to France before the close 
of the school year, if 1 could make it 
posible to leave my work for ii few 
weeks, in order to see the schools of 
France during war time, and to bring 
ba c k wh a teve r s u gge s t i o n t K e i r ex pe r- 
ience in these days of stress might 
have for us. This purpose has been 
strengthened by recent events. 

As we are now engaged in like 
cause with France, 1 should like in 
my going on this errand to carry mes- 
sagcR of good-will and cheer from the 
universities and schools of France. 

When in France several years ago 
1 was cordially received as an ex¬ 
change American lectiirer, not only in 
T^aris, but in all the university centers 
of France, LillCj Nancy, Uljon, Uren¬ 
oble, Lyons, Montpellier, Toulouse, 
Bonleaiix, Poitiers, Iteiines and Caen. 
It is my hope to visit again these cen- 
ti‘rs, and io carry a new message of 
amity, 1 am authorized to bturr to the 
school teachers and chikiren of 
France the very cordial greetings of 
our Presifient, Imt 1 should like to be 
permitted lo carry also a word of 
greeting from your college, particu¬ 
larly to the universities which have 
sullVred so grievously in this great 
struggle, a word rriun your faculty 
and students, or from yourself alone, 
if it is not posible to assemble faculty 
or students for this purpose in the 
bried' time lietween now and my saiL 
ing. 

If you are disposed to let me have 
this privilege and honor, will you 
jdeasc send to the aliovc aiUlress, so 
tliat 1 may have it on or lief ore tht' 
1th of May, your wor<l by letter or 
telegraph, to the Minister of Public 
Instruction of Franco, or to the 
Hectors of the Universities, or to the 
school teachers and children of 
France.

FLAG RAISED WITH IMPRESSIVE 
CKREIVIUNIES 


Last Sunday afternoon a large au¬ 
dience composeil of visitors, college 
students and residents of Winter Park 
witnessed the impressive ceremonies 
accompanying the unfurling of a 
large .American dag in the South' 
Park. At the foot of the pole w'as 
placed a tahle upon which reposed 
the Hag bound in a huge roll. At 
one side of the pole was erected a 
stand upon which the speakers sat. 
Dr. Ward, as chairman of the occa¬ 
sion, in appropriate words dedivered 
the flag to Dr, Baker as mayor of 
Winter Park, with the charge to 
guard it well. Dr. Baker responded 
in behalf of Winter Park, and ex¬ 
pressed the gratitude of its citizens 
for the kindness of Mr. E. W. Pack-- 
ard, in presenting to the town suCh 
an apiiropriate gift at this crisis.

He was taken to the hospital at Malta 
from there suffering: from exposure 
after having: been w'a.shed out of a 
trench during: a severe storm. It w'as 
a shock for us to g:et the new's of 
his untimely death. He w'as 27 years 
of ajre and a nicer boy you couldn’t 
find. 1 enclose a paper cutting: refer¬ 
ring to it That’s the .second brother 
I have lost—you remember my broth¬ 
er James died of dysentery at the 
Dardenclles, and was buried at .Alex¬ 
andria, Eg:ypt. 

1 see America is practically at war 
w'ith (Jermany, but why didn’t .she 
come in two years ag:o? She had 
plenty of cause then. However bet¬ 
ter late than never, and we feel proud 
of America g:oing: to fig:ht for the same 
rig:hteous cause as we have been 
fig:hting: for. (icrmany has stooped 
to all manner of devilish devices, but 
what could one expect from a nation 
W'hich ravag:ed Belg:iuni as she did. 
Her crimes ag:ainst humanity are 
countless, but the day of reckoning: 
is coming:, and with the help of Am¬ 
erica may it comt* soon. I sincerely 
hope that your g:reat country won’t 
.suffer the hardships and bloodshed . 
which we and our allies have endured. 
How many hou.ses in Britain are 
mourning: the loss of some young: life. 

It is a serious grame, war. Everybody 
is working: hard and a more united 
people you couldn’t g:et. (Ireland ex¬ 
cepted.) 

Do you know, Doctor, w'e are so 
hiLsy on war work that we haven’t 
time to put out a flag:, not even for 
the recent advance or for Bai^dad. 

There hasn’t been a flag: hung: out 
or a joy bell rung: since the war start¬ 
ed.
